If a system which rcqvirei a Bil- 
lionaire to pay no more tax to the fed- 
eral government than the section hand 
or the mill worker is fair and just, 
there is no need of reform ; but if such 
a system is unjust the excise income 
tax bill is a move in the right direc- 
tion to remedy it.

Figurea Are Startling— Canon Boyce 
ttatiatiea Bhawliif b 

by Beople «mp 
Liquor in 1910. 

Sydney. N. a W.— In hia annual re- 
view of tbe drink bill of New South 
Wales for 1910, a self-appointed task 
which he has been carrying out with 
praiseworthy perseverance for nearly 
80 years, Canon Boyce drawf attention 
to some lateiaadUg pointa. In the 
first the bill reaches the enor- 

mous total of £5,724,984 ($28,624,900), 
an Increase on the preceding year of 
£407,302 (12,036,500), due in a great 
measure, of courae, to tha Jaeraaaed 
proaperltj of tbe people. Of this tre 
mendoua ikum more than half was 
spent on spirits, which shows an In- 
creased consumption of 128,470 gallons 
as compared with 1909. The aum of 
£2,2ai«»22 (111,169,600) waa apaat on 
coioaiit baar, the "workiBgman'a bev- 
erage" ahowlng an Increase of consid- 
erably over 1,000,000 gallons as com- 
pared with the preceding year. 

Out of the total aiun of £1,418^14 
(17,069,500), or Icaa ttaa onaAmith, 
went to the raraBne, either In the 
shape of licenae feea or customs and 
excise. Against the revenue obtained 
from the drink traffic Canon Boyce 

{>iaces a^ huge debit balance amount- 
ng. he thlnka, to at leas{ £2,000,000 
($10,000,000), through the maintenance 
of our reformatories and jails, asylums 
1*1 thf and various other insti- 

tuUona which are rendered naeaaaary 
to a large extent by the abupe of in- 
toxicating liquors, an expense which, 
of course, has to be borne in mind 
when considering the question as it 
should be considered — from a moral 
as well as a financial point of view. 
The- coat per head of the population is 
placed at £3 10s. 6d. ($17 13), or 611 
12s. 6d ($37.09) for a family of five 
persons. This is a veiy vague v.ay of 
reckoning it, and children, for the 
most part, and large numbera of ad- 
ulte Barer touch intoxicating liquors' 
at ail. Still, It is the only way sta 
tisticians have of making the expendi- 
ture clear to the intelligence of the 
people. j 
One year'a azpanditura aouada bad! 
enaogii, bat nhaa wa reckon by the j 
decade it becomes appalling. The drink j 
bill of New South Wales, for example, i 
during the ten years since federation | 
was established amounted to nearly I 
£50.000,000 ($250,000,000). Why. the ! 
debt for the whole state only amounts ! 
to £87,50e.M0 ($437,500,000), which, i 
therefore, represents a drink bill of a 
little over 17 years. The annual inter- ' 
est and charges on the public debt 
amounted In IdOS to £3,413,628 (|17,- 
068,100), or «t Sa. li. (fldj«) per 
head; ao that the drink bill for one 
year la within a million of double the 
amount named. 

However, we are not singular in this 
respect. There are otherB. and they 
are very nearly aa bad— some of them i 
in CMC are worse. .Among the lat-! 
ter are Queensland with £3 15s. lOd. : 
($18.42) per head; New Zealand, £3 
13s. Id. ($17.74) and England. £3 
12s. 4d. ($17.58). The United Kingdom, I 
on. the whole, however, ia la. 3d. (30 j 
cents)' per head below our standard, ' 
Scotland and South Australia being 
about on a par— £2 13s. 2d. ($12.92), 
and £2 14s. 6J. {%n.22) per head re- 
spectively. Victoria is also below us 
with J£3 7s. 9d. ($16.48) per head« aa! 
againat onr £3 lOa. 6d. (fl7.13). j 
Canon Boyce draws special attention 
to the fact that the drink bill in the 
no license districts of New Zealand i& 
only 16s. 4d. ($3.92) per head, a slg- 
nificant fact If the figures are correct. ' 
We do not wonder at Queenaland 
heading the list, because the climate Is 
so hot In the summer months that 
liquor vending of all descriptions must 
ba a vtaring trade.

France. 

Berlin.— Dr. Nekaa; an antboittjr on Af- 
rica,, haafoundindianrtghbo^ood of 
new German territory aurrendered by 
Prance a tribe he describes as "the 
people of the future," assigning to 
them practically all the civilized vir- 
tues, as well as original atrength and 
inanlfneBa. 

The new nation ia a branch of the 
mighty Fang race called Jaunde. They 
number half a million now, and are 
rapidly increasing. The whole na- 
tion is pushing westward from ita na- 
tive region near the aoorcea of the 
Whlta NUe. 

Dr. Nekea says the people are amaz- 
ingly intelligent, "very powerful physi- 
cally, are fond of work and have an 
astonishingly rich language, in which 
they cap impreaa la'jiative idiom the 
moat niodem idaaa of the moat mod- 
em thing!— aaeh aa 'dgMra aad tel- 
ephones. 

They are divided Into three social 
classes — freemen, freedmen and alaves 
eaptured in war. Thair religion eon- 
aiata partly of aneeator worship and 
partly of belief !n ghosts. Considering 
that all evil comes from witchcraft 
and sorcery, they have witch finders. 

Regarding women as the source of 
all miachief, whan a chieftain dies 
thegr beat hia wivaa to make aure that 
they punish the right one. Nekes re- 
gards them Intellectually on the level 
of the Europeans in the middle ages. 
He saya they hare the aama fixed- 
ness of ;>arpoae, vnapoiled by aiodern 
softness. 

Strong efforts are to be made by 
the -German government to persuade 
this rapidly multiplying people to set- 
tle in new Oerman territory, wlkere they 
will be carefully looked after 4mtil 
they are fully able to provide fcr them- 
selraa.

HIGH COST HITS GOTHAM ZOO 

Eggs Are No Longer Fed to New Yprk 
Monkeya— Little Milk la Qlvia 
Animala. 

New York.— The latest complaint 
over the high cost of living comes 
from the Central park menagerie, 
where it appears that the monkeys, 
liona and hippoa are leading the sim- 
ple life owing to the taking of expen- 
sive luxuries from their bill of tare. 
The monkeys have not seen an egg 
in two months. They used to get one 
apiece eve: y day before breakfaat, but 
it would be like offering them pearls 
now to feed them eg^s, according to 
Overseer Keenan. The only luxury 
they have is milk, and that with 
plenty of v,ater In it, for the supply 
ia only five quiirta a day, and there 
are #• monkeya to drink it. 

"Ten years ago," explained Mr. 
Keenan, "we could board a monkey 
for seven cents a day and a hippo or 
elephant for 60 cents. Now it costs 
12 centa for the BMakaya, ^ for the 
hippoa aad $2.75 a day for the ele- 
phants. ■ 

"The big item in the menagerie bill, 
however, Is the meat. The tigers and 
Hops need from 12 to 18 pounds of 
meat a day and the coat mna close 
to 10 cents a pound. A decade ago 
the zoo was able to buy the necessary 
250 pounds a day around cents a 
poondv** i

Taking as bis text tbe donble report 

I" noted during the firing on the baltle- 
bhip North Carolina during the recent 
aerial target practice, Hiram Percy 
Maxim writes: "Our experiments 
witb tbe Maxim silencer bave devel- 
oped many otlier interesting cases. 
For example: If a rifle equipped 
with a silenftT is tired down a rail- 
road track having telegraph pole^ 
along tbe side tbere is a distinct 
'crack* heard for each telegraph pole. 
If the rifle is fired from an open field 
with a tree or a clump of bushes at, 
say, 200 yards, there is heard a 'crack' 
from this clump of trees. If tbere are 
several detacbed clumps of trees or 
busbes over tbe open field, there will 
be heard a 'crack' for each of them. 
If, instead of firing parallel with the 
ground, the gun is elevated and fired 
straigbt up in tbe air, we bear no 
noise at all. except tbe &U of tbe bam- 
mer and the 'puff' of tbe gaiei Meap- 
ing from the silencer. 

"Tbe reason for this is probably as 
follows: In tbe ordinary gun tbe re- 
port noise Is so loud tbat it engulfs all 
other sounds, and we are conscious of 
nothing but report noise itself. It is 
not until this report noise is annulled 
that we can bear tbe 'bullet flight' 
noise. Tbis latter noise, being made 
out in the air beyond the gun, can 
come back to the shooter only by re- 
flection. 

"If there is one object, we get one 
reflection and one noise. If ^ere are 
many separate objects, we get many 
separate reflections and separate 
noises. If there are no reflecting ob- 
jects, such as when ebooting straight 
up into the air, tben we get no re- 
I fleeted noise."

Tests of a new touring system, in- 
vented by a German engineer, Herr 
Koss, have recently been made on the 
Dortmund Ems Canal, wbicb give 
promise tbat tbe Invention will be a 
succes.5. An elastic rail Is laid at the 
bottom of the canal, and the tugboat : 
( arries at its bottom four rollers which 
clasp this rail. These rollers are oper- 
ated ^rom tbe boat whfadi is tbus pro- 
pelled. A large economy of power is 
claimed for this method. The experi- 
mental tug is worked by electricity, 
the energy being obtained through^a 
cable from an auxiliary boat equipped 
with a dynamo. Tbis. bowever, is on- 
ly an experiment, and in ordinary 
working a trolley wire would be In- 
stalled alongside the canal. Electri- 
cal operation can obviously be re-
